have 
been in circulation, 
“No sales of soliciting of any de­ 
scription will be permitted on gov­ 
ernm ent owned lands,” the super­ 
intendent said. 
He also announced 
that all parking facilities on gov­ 
ernm ent land is to be offered free 
to Gettysburg 
visitors 
He esti­ 
mated that about 30,000 cars can be 
accom modated 
on 
the 
parking 
areas 
designated 
on 
government 
land about the town 
He stated further that the park 
officials believe adequate provision 
lias been made for comfort facilities 
and drinking water supply for the 
thousands 
that 
are 
expected 
to 
throng the battlefield 
during the 
anniversary and Blue and Gray re­ 
union. 
Forty-five 
additional 
drinking 
fountains have been plated In ad­ 
dition to those previously in use on 
the 'field. 
The water supplies have 
been carefully 
tested as have all 
drinking water sources in and about 
the 
town and will remain under 
observation during 
the period of 
the celebration. 
The state depart­ 
m ent of health and the U. S Public 
H ealth service 
representatives are 
working in cooperation with the 
park service to provide safe water 
: sources for the visitors. 
The park service officials here are 
working for the entertainment of the 
anniversary throngs in general co­ 
operation with the state and federal 
anniversary commission, the super­ 
intendent explained. 
T he park service is establishing 
field inform ation posts which have 
been linked by telephone with a 
field headquarters at the Weikert 
house which will be tended by regu­ 
lar em ployes for the service and ac­ 
com modation of visitors. From each 
point 
em ployes 
will operate over 


j avenues to m any points of interest 
i offering their services to visitors in 
the way of directions or general in- 


j formation. 
W hile traffic regulations have been 
left in the hands of the state motor 
police, it was stated today that traffic 
will probably be allowed to move 
over the park avenues under the 
present rules.

the things men and governm ents 
want to preserve for posterity. Or 
even for present consumption. 
In any locality nature builds the 
environm ent out of thousands of 
humble living things. Clear out the 
dead branches and some kinds oi 
birds or insects cannot stay there 
W ith their departure other forms of 
life lase natural controls. Too much 
of one kind may develop, too little of 
another. 
The 
Carnegie 
Institution 
has 
made a study to prove this. It Is a 
census of Point Lobos reserve, a 
California promontory of the P a­ 
cific. 
The census shows, in 33C acres, 
300 kinds of flowering plants, and 
“thousands of leaser organising too 
subtle for adequate understanding.” 
There are 176 kinds of vertebrate 
animals. Of these one-quarter de­ 
pend for their activities on bare 
trunks or dead limbs of trees.
